Talk Of Armistice Heard 
The Red army advance, a sudden Sunday morning stroke 
which added new' complexities to the European war, is said to 
have reached towns 50 miles inside the Polish frontier. 
With tho strip of territory narrowing between Russian and 
German forces, talk of an armistice following upon a new parti­ 
tion of Poland was heard in Moscow quarters. 
The British admiralty said the aircraft carrier Courageous 
has been “ lost by submarine action**. 
The 22,500-ton warship* 
launched in 1916, had been serving with Britain’s fleet attempt* 
ing to sweep German ships from the seas and protect British 
shipping from German submarines. 
The German high command said it has one-fourth of th* 
battered Polish army surrounded south of Warsaw.

Mills Operate At 74 Percent 


Of Capacity At Present

CLEVELAND, Sept. 18—A furth­ 
e r advance in th« national steel- 
making rate is foreseen for this 
week by the magazine Steel. Mills 
already ate operating at 4 percent 
of capacity, up 28 points from a 
year ago. 
Last week's market was one of 
the rnoet active tho industry ever 
experienced. The buying rush be­ 
hind this production rise has come 
largely from domestic consumers 
and large orders from belligerent 
nations, except possibly for pig iron 
and seml-finished steel, are not ex­ 
pected for several months. 
Reaffirmation of current prices 
for the fourth quarter, in most fin­ 
ished 
steel 
classifications, 
may 
have a tem pering effect on buying. 
Higher prices seem to be due early 
in 1940. Steel says, in view of in­ 
creases of some raw materials. 
Rail purchases last week were 
the largest for a single week in 
years. The automobile industry is 
pressing for materials and parts.

On our trip east through W est 
Virginia 
and 
Pennsylvania 
we 
sew a good many rhododendrons, 
I would like to grow tome and 
would like to know what precau­ 
tions I must take to insure their 
living and growing. 
Rhododendrons are not difficult 
to grow in those sections of the 
state where the soil is naturally 
acid, hut afford more difficulty In 
the western half of the state, espe­ 
cially where most of the soils are 
neutral or alkaline. 
In all parts of Ohio, the rhodo­ 
dendrons will do best if planted 
on the north or east side of the 
building or in the shade of trees 
and shrubs and away from any 
sweeping winds. 
It is also advisable to plant them 
in a soil that is at least half leaf 
mold or peat moss and to put sev­ 
eral Inches of rotted leaves or peat 
moss over the surface as a mulch. 
W here the soils are not naturally 
acid, they will have to be acidified 
by the use of aluminum sulphate, 
sulphur, or even fresh oak saw­ 
dust. 
It will be impossible to tell 
you how much of these 
to use 
without knowing the reaction of 
your soil. 
If you will take a sam­ 
ple of soil to your county agricul­ 
tural agent he will have It tested 
for you. 


Q.— Since in a recent clinic you 
said you would not be able to 
furnish 
landscape 
services 
to 
those requesting it, would you 
recommend that I get a local 
man who is doing lawn grading 
and sodding to plan my yard for 
me? 
A.—I 
certainly 
would 
not. 
I 
would want to get a qualified land­ 
scape gardener or landscape archi­ 
tect or go to a nuraery which em­ 
ployed a landscape gardener. 
You 
will find in the end that it is 
cheaper to employ someone who 
knows something about landscap­ 
ing. You will save the cost of their 
fee in the saving of the plants you 
purchase. 
The ignorant landscape 
man will use the wrong kind of 
plants, will put in about twice as 
many as you need, with the result 
that you will have to do it all over 
again in a few years.

There is absolutely nothing to 
the old-fashioned theory that only 
fertilizers 
from

sources 
should be used and that chemicals 
will not give as good results, since 
the plants are unable to tell what 
the source of supply has been.

seems to me that we should buy 
the least expensive and most sat­ 
isfactory form. 
Bonemeal contains nitrogen and 
phosphorus but no potash. 
Sheep 
manure contains all three but in 
relatively small quantities.

live you will find that a complete 
commercial fertilizer with an an­ 
alysis of 4-12-4 is the least expen­ 
sive form in which to purchase 
these three 
necessary elements, 
nitrogen, phosphorus and potash.

They are seldom serious although 
they may defoliate the tree earlier 
than usual. You can check them
